Before this year falls off 
the end of the calendar, it’s 
time to observe Wilming- 
ton's 350th anniversary. 

‘No, that’s not a typo — 350. 
Okay, it was just 11 years 
ago that the town had a big 
parade to celebrate its 275th. 
And-in 1980 there was a 
gigantic week-long celebra- 
tion for the 250th. So how did 
we get to 350 so quickly? 

The difference is the gap 
between settlement and in- 
corporation. 

Tt was 286 years ago that 
the town was incorporated. 
The first settlers, however, 
arrived in town in 1666, or 
péssibly earlier. Since no- 
bedy was keeping score,

When Wilmington was in- 
corporated in 1730, it was 
made up of land from Wo- 
burn and Reading. The Wo- 
burn land was originally 
known as Goshen, named for 
a part of northern Egypt in 
the Nile delta. The Reading 
land included “the Land of 
Nod,” a large area north of 
Salem Street. 

The name comes from the 
Bible, as the land east of 
Eden, to which Cain was 
banished after killing his 
brother Abel. The name is 
generally taken to mean “out 
there.” The large marsh 
behind the Brown’s Crossing 
pumping station was known 
as Nod Pond, and the saw- 
mill on Martin’s Brook at 
Salem Street (by Shea’s) was 
Nod Mill. 

If the outline of Wilmington 
were viewed as a hand (right 
hand, palm down,) the area 
annexed from Billerica shows 
as a “thumb.” The original 
town line may be seen by con- 
necting the Tewksbury-Wil- 
mington line near Silver Lake 
with the Woburn-Burlington 
line near Aldrich Road. 

That line goes back to 
early colonial times, mark- 
ing the line between Cam-

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Board of Health drafts new regulations for 
homeowners regarding keeping chickens —

TEWKSBURY — The Tewks- 
bury Board of Health held the 
first of a series of public hear- 
ings regarding the update of 
regulations for keeping ani- 
mals, specifically section 13 
which deals with backyard 
chickens. In recognition of the 
exploding interest in keeping 
chickens for the purpose of 
fresh eggs, the Board of Health 
determined that it needed to 
create language and policies 
that would ensure the safety 
and health of the animals as 
well as protect homeowners 
and abutters. 

Chair Raymond Barry 
opened the hearing by ex- 
plaining the process that led 
to the draft regulations, in- 
cluding the formation of a 
working group. Barry intro- 
duced the members of the 
Backyard Chicken Working 
Group and noted that a di- 
verse cross section of partici- 
pant was selected in order to 
help create fair and equitable 
regulations. 

According to Barry, “Every- 
one has the right to have 
chickens, but the Board of 
Health has to be sure the 
chickens are in the best possi- 
ble health and that homeown-

“Today, no 
part ‘of Middlesex County or 
the “Commonwealth has not 
felt*the impact of the rise in 
thé “umber of opioid-related 
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overdoses or fatalities. This 
case is an important reminder 
of the challenges that law 
enforcement officials and 
healtheare professionals en- 
counter as we continue to 
work together to reduce the 
toll that prescription drug mis- 
use is having in our communi- 
ties.” 

From June to December of 
2012, the defendant hired opi- 
oid users to fill forged Oxy- 
codone prescriptions in ex- 
change for cash or drugs. 
After the prescriptions were 
filled, the defendant would 
then sell the Oxycodone. The 
scheme resulted in the un- 
lawful diversion of at least 
3,000 pills with a black market 
value of $90,000. The forged 
prescriptions were filled at 
pharmacies in _ Billerica, 
Burlington, Lowell, Malden, 
Tewksbury, Waltham, Water- 
town, and Wilmington. 

This case was investigated 
by the Middlesex District At- 
torney’s Office, the Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
and drug task force officers 
from the North Andover and 


Burlington Police Depart- 
ments. 

The prosecutor assigned to 
this case was Assistant District 
Attorney Graham Van Epps. 

Preventing illicit opioid use 
is one of the top priorities of 
Middlesex District Attorney 
Marian Ryan. As part of this 
effort the Middlesex District 
Attorney’s Office has taken a 
multi-pronged approach to 
meet the challenges of pre- 
scription drug and heroin 
misuse. District Attorney Ry- 
an regularly holds opioid task 
force meetings, which bring 
together law enforcement, 
healthcare professionals and 
recovery specialists to talk 
about innovative ways to 
address this problem. 

District Attorney Ryan also 
works closely with local law 
enforcement partners provid- 
ing them with Narcan training 
for first responders and the dis- 
tribution of Drug Collection 
Units to provide the public with 
a safe, accessible way to prop- 
erly dispose of unused or 
expired medications.

Examples of issues sur- 
rounding the keeping of 
chickens include the number 
of birds that are allowed to be 
had on a property, the dimen- 
sions of a chicken coop and 
the requirements for a chick- 
en run. Free range chickens 
are not allowed in the town. 

The board is proposing 12 
chickens as the maximum for 
a backyard, based on space, 
and noted that other commu- 
nities limit residents to six 
chickens, but for no discern- 
able reason. Barry indicated 
through the hearing that reg- 
ulations from many commu- 
nities were reviewed in order 
to help draft the Tewksbury 
provisions, and the new state 
law governing the humane 
treatment of animals also 
offered guidance. 

Other details, such as the 
amount of coop space re- 
quired per chicken was based 
on best practices referenced 
in the UMass Extension 
Crops, Dairy, Livestock, Eq- 
uine guidelines. 

Director of Public Health 


Susan Sawyer shared that 
residents will need to inform 
the board of the number of 
chickens and where they 
will be kept. 

“Post 9/11, places are vul- 
nerable to threats from both 
the outside and also from 
internal origin,” she stated. 
“Tf an avian illness broke out, 
we would need to know 
where the animals are.” 

The board discussed the 
need for residents who cur- 
rently have chickens to report 
them to the Board of Health, 
stating that there is no penal- 
ty and that they want to work 
cooperatively with residents. 

Sawyer was careful to 
point out that the new regu- 
lations do not mean that 
people are now able to have 
backyard farms. All regula- 
tions for the keeping of ani- 
mals, including the require- 
ment for inspections and 
permitting, are still in place. 
The new section in the regu- 
lations is designed to recog- 
nize the desire of residents 
to have chickens for egg lay- 
ing as part of an economical 
and healthy diet.

per the guidelines, and upon 
discovery of a rooster, the 
homeowner must remove 
the animal as quickly and 
humanely as possible. 

Chairman Barry explained 
that the draft regulations 
would need to be reviewed by 
Town Counsel, and that an 
additional public hearing will 
take place, providing resi- 
dents the opportunity to 
share their comments or con- 
cerns. In last week’s meet- 
ing, comments from the 
working group were enter- 
tained.

Leftover magic

For the weeks leading up to 
Thanksgiving, hosts of the 
“big meal” plan for shopping, 
seating, dishes, cleaning, and 
cooking, all the while strate- 
gizing how to coordinate the 
necessary tasks to land the 
bird ‘exactly on time and in 
the-right spot to please their 
hungry guests. In the blink of 
an eye, the wonderful bounty 
of the effort is demolished, 
resting comfortably, hopeful- 
ly, inthe bellies of Aunt Mary 
and Papa Lou.

Toss in a bay leaf if you have 
one. Cool the broth and 
remove the aromatics, then 
skim any fat from the sur- 
face. Use the cooled broth 
for turkey and rice soup by 
adding back in any leftover 
turkey meat, fresh carrots, 
orzo or rice, then season to 
taste. 

Mashed potato cups: 

Mix your leftover mashed 
potatoes with two beaten 
eggs, some cheese and a bit 
of chopped ham or leftover 
bacon. Spoon into muffin 
tins and bake at 400° for 20 
minutes until crispy brown 
edges form. 

Turkey sandwiches:

Sen. Tarr co-sponsors 
Caregiver Advice 
and Records Enablement 
Standards Act 


BOSTON — The Massa- 
chusetts state Senate ad- 
vanced a bill intended to 
provide family caregivers 
with critically needed in- 
formation and guidance to 
effectively care for a pa- 
tient once released from a 
hospital. 

The bi-partisan backed 
legislation was co-spon- 
sored by Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R - 
Gloucester) who called the 
bill “a big boost for the 
more than 800,000 Massa- 
chusetts families who are 
currently caring for dis- 
abled, elder, or frail family 
members.” 

“Many families want to 
provide care for a relative 
when they come back from 
the hospital but they often 
don’t know the best way to 


help; the CARE act will 
make sure that every dis- 
charged patient will have 
an after-care plan that is 
right for them and that can 
be followed by an at-home 
caregiver,” said Tarr. 

Post hospitalization care 
helps promote independent 
living because discharged 
patients are less likely to 
return to a hospital which 
also reduces exposure to 
the expense of medical 
eare. According to the 
Massachusetts AARP, a 
proponent of the bill, the 
value of unpaid family 
care is estimated to be 
worth more than $11 billion 
each year in the state. 

“Being a caregiver for a 
loved one is a serious 
responsibility and it takes 
a lot of coordination and 


effort, I co-sponsored this 
bill because no one should 
feel left alone or without 
resource,” said Tarr. “The 
focus of caregivers should 
be on healing, and not 
hunting down paperwork 
and elusive information.” 

The bill requires hospitals 
to provide information and 
instructions about adminis- 
tering medications, caring 
for wounds require hos- 
pitals to provide desig- 
nated family caregivers 
and other tasks before a 
patient is discharged. Pa- 
tients will be given an 
opportunity to designate 
someone as a caregiver 
who will then be provided 
with discharge plans and 
aftercare needs.

Sen. Tarr co-sponsors 
Caregiver Advice 
and Records Enablement 
Standards Act 


BOSTON — The Massa- 
chusetts state Senate ad- 
vanced a bill intended to 
provide family caregivers 
with critically needed in- 
formation and guidance to 
effectively care for a pa- 
tient once released from a 
hospital. 

The bi-partisan backed 
legislation was co-spon- 
sored by Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R - 
Gloucester) who called the 
bill “a big boost for the 
more than 800,000 Massa- 
chusetts families who are 
currently caring for dis- 
abled, elder, or frail family 
members.” 

“Many families want to 
provide care for a relative 
when they come back from 
the hospital but they often 
don’t know the best way to 


help; the CARE act will 
make sure that every dis- 
charged patient will have 
an after-care plan that is 
right for them and that can 
be followed by an at-home 
caregiver,” said Tarr. 

Post hospitalization care 
helps promote independent 
living because discharged 
patients are less likely to 
return to a hospital which 
also reduces exposure to 
the expense of medical 
care. According to the 
Massachusetts AARP, a 
proponent of the bill, the 
value of unpaid family 
care is estimated to be 
worth more than $11 billion 
each year in the state. 

“Being a caregiver for a 
loved one is a_ serious 
responsibility and it takes 
a lot of coordination and 


effort, I co-sponsored this 
bill because no one should 
feel left alone or without 
resource,” said Tarr. “The 
focus of caregivers should 
be on healing, and not 
hunting down paperwork 
and elusive information.” 
The bill requires hospitals 
to provide information and 
instructions about adminis- 
tering medications, caring 
for wounds require hos- 
pitals to provide desig- 
nated family caregivers 
and other tasks before a 
patient is discharged. Pa- 
tients will be given an 
opportunity to designate 
someone as a Caregiver 
who will then be provided 
with discharge plans and 
aftercare needs. 

The bill now moves to the 
House for future action.

Geltman’s presentation is 
meant to address this vast 
gulf in experiences and ad- 
vise on how best to close it. 

“This is the first generation 
of parents who are dealing 
with something like social 
networking that they did not 
deal with when they were 
teenagers,” Geltman said. 
“We all had sex, drugs and 
rock’n’roll, but this genera- 
tion did not have cellphones 


and computers as part of 
their daily life.” 

Geltman has also found

It took just three plays for 
the Rams to put themselves 
in position to tie the game. A 
21-yard catch by junior 
Mark Companeschi of 
Wilmington, followed by a 
loss of three yards on arun, 
and then an eight yard run 
by junior quarterback Cody 
Sughrue of Tewksbury had 
the Rams facing a third and 
goal at the Beavers four 
yard line. A three-yard run 
by Craig Rich on what would 
be the final play of the third 
quarter appeared to set the 
Rams up for a fourth-and- 
goal from inside the one 
yard line, but a controversial 
personal foul penalty on 
Shawsheen after the whistle 
moved the ball back 15 
yards, instead making it 
fourth-and-goal from the 15- 
yard line. 

“They called us for piling 
on at the top. Leading with 
the helmet, and piling on the 
top,” Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “That was a 
tough one to swallow.” 

A Rams player had indeed 
jumped on the pile in an 
effort to push Rich into the 
end zone, making it a judg- 
ment call for the officials. In 
the judgment of at least one 
of them, the action was 
deserving of a personal foul 
penalty in a one score play- 
off game which was about to 
come down to a fourth down 
play from the one yard line. 

“That was the tough thing 
for us to take,” Costabile 
said. “To make that call at 
that point in the game just 
did not seem right. It cer- 
tainly seemed to have a 
direct impact on the out- 
come of the game.” 

After the penalty, Sughrue 
was sacked on the first play 
of the fourth quarter. 
Blackstone took full advan-
